Washington, May 14.—The river and 
harbor appropriation bill was passed 
by the senate Wednesday after an un­ 
usually stormy experience lasting many 
days. As finally passed the bill makes 
direct appropriations of $12,200,000 and 
authorizes continuing contracts of $64,-

The bill was taken up as soon as the 
senate convened, the agreement being 
that the final vote be taken at 3 p. rn. 
The pending question was Mr. Gor­ 
man’s amendment directing the secre­ 
tary of war to so apportion contract 
appropriations that not more than $10,- 
000,000 be expended on contracts in any 
one year. 
Mr. Vest opposed the Gorman amend­ 
ment, declaring that it would permit 
the 
secretary of war to nullify 
the 
river and harbor bill and to substitute 
his opinion in lieu of that of congress. 
Mr. Gorman insisted that there was 
not an abdication of power but merely 
a limitation of the power of the secre­ 
tary of war. If he were secretary of 
war, said Mr. Gorman, he would ap­ 
ply the rule Suggested by Mr. Sherman 
of not obligating the government for 
one dollar of these contracts until con­ 
gress made provision for the revenues 
to meet them.

Dingley the floor leader of the major­ 
ity, suggested that the majority should 
have an opportunity to close the debate. 
To this appeal he yielded by offering 
fifteen minutes to the other side to 
close, but Mr. Cannon declined the of­ 
fer. Mr. Hopkins said, after Mr. Moody 
had demanded the previous question, 
that many members had left the hall 
supposing a vote would not be taken, 
and he therefore interposed a motion 
to adjourn. 
This furnished the first 
test of strength. On a rising vote the

Cleveland, O., May 14.—At a secret 
meeting of the committee on episcopacy 
Wednesday afternoon a partial report: 
to be presented to the general confer­ 
ence Thursday morning was prepared 
and approved. 
By invitation Bishops 
Foster, Bowman and Taylor, whom it 
has been proposed to relieve from ac­ 
tive work in the church, were present 
and addressed the committee. Bishop 
Taylor is 75 years old, Bishop Foster 
76 and Bishop Bowman 80. 
Bishops 
Foster and Bowman said they still felt 
able to do good service for the church, 
hut were content to retire if the con­ 
ference thought it best they should 
do so. 
Bishop Taylor made a strong 
plea to be allowed to continue in har­ 
ness. By an almost unanimous vote it 
was decided to recommend to the con­ 
ference that Bishops Foster and Bow­ 
man, “owing to their 
non-effective­ 
ness,” be relieved from duty and be 
pensioned by the church. Then it was 
decided to recommend the election of 
three bishops in the place of the two 
to be pensioned and that one of them 
be of African descent, thus increasing 
the board of bishops by one member. 
The committtee also decided to rec­ 
ommend that missionary bishops con­ 
tinue to be maintained in Africa and 
India and that an additional bishop be 
sent to the Indian field, as it is too 
large for one man to look after. If this 
clause is adopted it will necessitate the 
election of another missionary bishop 
before the conference 
adjourns. 
In 
this connection Bishop Taylor’s case 
has also to be disposed of and, if he is 
pensioned, his successor will also have 
to be chosen. 
The committee on itinerancy has pre­ 
pared a report. It recommends the 
retention of the time limit system in 
its entirety with one exception. The 
rule has been prepared wrhich will per­ 
mit in exceptional cases of the exten 
Bion of the time of a pastor in one 
charge after the five years is up from 
year to year until ten years’ service has 
been rendered. This extension can only 
be granted by the bishop presiding at 
the annual conference to which the 
pastor belongs, when the application 
for the pastor’s retention had been first 
approved by a three-fourths vote of 
the quarterly 
conference and subse­ 
quently by a m ajority vote of the pre­ 
siding elders. 
At the morning session the Rev. Dr. 
A . S. Hunt, secrtary of the American 
Bible society was introduced to the con­ 
ference and invited to take a seat on 
•the platform. The Rev. Dr. Richard 
Haney of Central Illinois conference, 
aged 85 years and who was ordained a 
minister sixty-three years ago, and 
made a presiding elder fifty-two years 
ago, was accorded a similar courtesy. 
A report in which a change was pro­ 
posed in the matter of baptism caused a 
prolonged debate. The propostion was 
to the effect that those 
w'ho 
were 
sprinkled in infancy could, if desired, 
be immersed when they grew older. 
This was opposed by Dr. Leonard and 
others on the ground that it was a 
discrimination against Infant baptism, 
and after a prolonged discussion the 
report of the committee was recom­ 
mitted. 
The committee on book concern 
made an adverse report on the recom­ 
mendation 
to establish a Methodist 
daily paper. It also made a like report 
on the recommendation that the West­ 
ern, Northwestern and Central Chris­ 
tian Advocates be consolidated into one 
paper for the Mississippi Valley. The 
report w'as immediately adopted. The 
proposition to substitute the term “gen­ 
eral church” for “holy catholic church” 
in the discipline was defeated in the re­ 
visal committee. The amusement com­ 
mittee refused to approve any of the 
changes proposed 
regarding 
amuse­ 
ments.

AMERICANS CAPTIVE IN CUBA 


CLOUDBURSTS IN WISCONSIN, 


T w enty B ridges 
W ashed A w ay— Build­ 
ings U nderm ined—Storm at St* Louis. 
St. Paul, Minn.. May 14.—Western 
Wisconsin was visited by the greatest 
storm in years Wednesday afternoon 
and evening. 
There were cloud bursts 
at Colfax and Bloomer and great dam­ 
age was done. 
At 10:30 it was still 
raining in torrents and Bloomer is shut 
off from all 
communication. 
Many 
buildings are undermined there. 
At 
least twenty bridges reported washed 
out 
in western 
Wisconsin. 
At ll 
o’clock two railroad bridges, two wagon 
bridges and a foot bridge at Wilson 
Creek, Wis., are reported swept away, 
entailing a loss of $50,000. 
A mill 
above Menominee Ijas also gone put. 
Galesburg, IIT., May i4.—The heavy 
windstorm Wednesday night blew a 
tree over the street car trolley and elec­ 
tric light wires, breaking them down. 
A street car struck a prostrate pole, 
carrying it a block. The car was ablaze 
with electricity and the motorman and 
conductor were severely shocked and 
narrowly escaped death. 
St. Louis, Mo., May 14.—One of the 
most terrific wind and rain storms that 
ever struck this city prevailed Wednes­ 
day afternoon. Trees, signs, chimneys, 
smokestacks, house roofs and tele 
graph and telephone poles, with their 
burdens of wires, were prostrated in 
various sections of the city. The con­ 
tinuous and heavy streams of water 
which fell formed a connection between 
the trolley wires and the ground, caus­ 
ing the escape of the fluid, which re­ 
sulted in a stoppage of cars all over 
the city during the storm. 
Two un­ 
known men in a skiff near the Illinois 
side of the river were drowned by the 
capsizing of their 
boat. 
The 
same 
storm prevailed throughout Missouri, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Arkansas and the 
lower and central Mississippi valley.

Havana, May 14.—The United States 
has intervened in behalf of two more 
of the men of the schooner Competitor 
—Charles Barnett and William Leavitt. 
They were brought here from Bahia 
Honda, having been captured in Pinar 
del Rio after they landed. 
They are 
citizens of the United States, and so 
notified the consul-general, Mr. Wil­ 
liams. They also informed the consul- 
general that they were unarmed when 
captured. 
Consul-General Williams has, in con­ 
sequence, presented their claim as reg­ 
ularly made in such cases, that the men 
shall be tried by the ordinary 
civil 
court and not by court-martial, accord­ 
ing to the rights guaranteed to citizens 
of the United States by treaty. 
It is 
not expected that any difficulty will be 
found in securing Barnett and Leavitt 
a civil trial. 
Key West, Fla., May 
14.—Advices 
from Havana tonight state that in the 
recent action between Antonio Maceo 
and General Ynclan at Cacarijacaras, 
Pinar 
del 
Rio, 400 
Spaniards were 
killed, while the Cubans lost seventeen. 
Sicarras, the famous Cuban leader, was 
killed in this battle. 


Colored P eople Stirred Up. 
Pittsburg, Pa., May 14.—The decision 
of the Illinois Supreme court declar­ 
ing that marriages between slaves 
prior to the emancipation of 1863 were 
null and void, and that no marriage 
contract between slaves could he valid, 
has stirred up considerable discussion 
among the colored people here. J. W. 
Holmes, a leading colored lawyer, says 
90 per cent of the 10,000,000 colored 
people in this country are direct de­ 
scendants of slaves. If the Illinois de­ 
cision is recognized in future litigation 
it will cause considerable confusion.' 
The precedent established will be dan­ 
gerous to the vested rights of property 
held by the descendants of slaves.

Filibusters Slip Awny from Uncle Sam s 
Revenue Catter. 
Fort Myers, Fla., May 14.—After be­ 
ing watched for several days by the 
United States revenue cutter Forward, 
the schooner Gladiator slipped away 
from this place at l l oarlock Wednes­ 
day night with arms and men for Cuba. 
The revenue cutter left Monday, her 
commander having concluded that the 
Gladiator would be put to no illegal use. 
As soon as the cutter left the filibusters 
completed their preparations and the 
Gladiator sailed. The schooner carries 
a large cargo of munitions. It is said 
that there are on board 1,200 rifles, 
about the same number of machetes 
and revolvers, 250,000 rounds of car­ 
tridges and a quantity of dynamite. 
She also carries four rapid-fire Wash­ 
burn guns. 
When the schooner left 
here there were forty men on board, 
and about forty more will be taken 
from one of the Florida keys. A. F. 
Gonzales, a native of Cuba, but a natur­ 
alized American citizen, commands the 
expedition. There are several native 
Americans on board.

SALA HAD A HOT TEMPER.

G reat 
J o u rn alist 
F requ en tly 
G ave R ein to H is P assion.

The 
late 
George Augustus Sala w as a man of ex­ 
ceedingly 
irascible 
temper, 
quickly 
aroused to anger, but as quickly paci­ 
fied. 
His character is best described 
In two stories told of him by Sir Henry 
Irving, who was for many years 
his 
friend. 
After Sala’s return from his 
lecturing tour in Australia Irving gave 
a dinner in his honor, and one of the 
company was Lord Rosebery, an 
old 
friend of Sala’s. 
Lord Rosebery made 
a speech, gently bantering the guests 
of the evening. To the general aston­ 
ishment Sala took this very ill, and de­ 
livered a terrible tirade in reply. 
He 
began by rolling out the statem an’i 
names in his 
full, 
resonant 
voice: 
“Archibald Philip 
Primrose, earl 
of 
Rosebery, you have dared this night to 
insult a man who has served his coun­ 
try in every quarter of the globe.” And 
so on at great length with tremendous 
vehemence. 
The table was thunder 
struck, but Lord Rosebery made anoth­ 
er speech, which soothed the fiery vet­ 
eran, and even reduced him to tears 
On another occasion Sala and Sir Hen­ 
ry Irving 
were 
driving 
home 
from 
Richmond, and in the Hammersmith 
road they upset a costermonger’s bar­ 
row'. 
This led to a hostile demonstra­ 
tion by the coste-monger and his fel­ 
lows. and the crowd would not let the 
carriage proceed. 
Then Sala stood up 
and in his great voice thundered out- 
“I am George Augustus Sala of the 
Daily Telegraph and this is Henry Irv­ 
ing of the Lyceum theater. 
Drive on, 
coachman.” 
The 
crowd 
fell back, 
abashed by so much eminence, and the 
carriage triumphantly pursued its way.
